Gnaymas. chief Sonoran port, was 


on the way to riches when the Dtaz 
regime collapsed In 1911. It has nev- 
er fully recovered from that blow, 
. nnd the silting up of a portion of its 
harbor has made its situation worse. 
The bay at Guaymas Is hemmed In 
with hills that come down to the wa- 
ter's edge, and the gateway is In- 
visible In their brown folds. It is one 
'• 


of the extraordinarr beautv spots of 
the world. 


The water has the hue and irides- 


cence and sparkle of gems, changing 
and shifting and glittering anew as 
the 4ight descends In varying reflec- 
tions from the summits overhead. 


It Is a paradise for fishermen. The 


Indian fishers are forever sailing out 
In their log canoes or towing them 
back, fish-laden, along the shores. T7n- ' 
kind breezes and treacherous cur- 
rents are unknown. 


: 
Guaymas is on the edge of the In- 


qul country. When things go wrong ! 
the Taqui Is likely to beleaguer I 
Guaymas. It Is not so very long ago 
that no one dared walk out'of tn» ' 
dangerous end of town. The Taqula 
have burned railroad bridges and 
held up railroad trains and murdered 
passengers. 


At one time the Taquls may haw 


numbered 30.000 souls; now there 
may be 5,000 in all. 
. 


Most Americans who know the la- 


qul say that if he had been let alone 
he would have let the white men 
alone. 


But he owned fertile valleys and 


mine-rich mountains. The history of 
our own West teems with analogous 
cases. The miners and the farmers 
established themselves In his terrl- I 
tory. and the Taqn! declared war. The ' 
technical honors seem to have eon* I 
to the Taqui. 


It is true that at one time mine* j 


were opened everywhere in his moun- 
tains and the fat river bottoms were i 
taken from him; but the troops sent' 
against him were cut up time after 
time. 


After a battle ti:e Xaquis disap- 


peared without leaving a sign. The 
-bronco" Taqui became the tame Ta- 
qnl overnight. He traded breech 
clout for1 the bine overalls of honest 
labor. " 


Of course, that sort of thing could 


not b« endured by the Mexican gov- 
ernment. 
Without 
discussing the 


rights and wrongs, the fact remained 
that the laqul stood In the psth of 
progress. President Diaz at first tried 
to conciliate and then defeat them , 
and finally resorted to a policy of 
extermination.
